a. Noted that the work load at I I

increased activities in Laos, as of the moment no additional funds have 
been allotted and, while we are moving ahead, this factor could 
develop into quite a mess.

Mr. Kirkpatrick 
noted that while there have been such allegations by the Communists, 
he had also seen in the press some articles pointing up the fact that 
there is no connection between the Youth Corps and any intelligence 
organizations. He also suggested that it would certainly do no harm 
in any conversations with members of the press to point out the 
iron-bound policy of CIA to keep hands off of Youth Corps activities -- 
and in this way continue to spread the word.
